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James  W.  Broom 

June  19, 1884 -May  17, 1926 

James  W.  Broom  was  the  first  president  of  Delta  State  University,  originally  known 
as  Delta  State  Teachers  College.  He  married  Patti  Maud  Baston  of  Wiggins  on  July  1 , 
1922;  the  couple  had  no  children.  He  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree  in  1912  from 
Millsaps  College.  Before  his  appointment  as  president,  Broom  served  as  assistant  state 
superintendent  of  education  from  1917  to  1925.  Upon  his  arrival  to  Delta  State,  he 
began  to  select  faculty  members,  who  proved  to  be  exceptional.  Delta  State  Teachers 
College  ofTicially  opened  its  doors  on  Tuesday,  September  15,  1925,  when  students  were 
allowed  to  move  into  dormitories.  During  the  first  year,  a  total  of  228  individuals  attended 
Delta  State, 

President  James  Broom  had  started  the  new  college  on  a  successful  path,  but  he 
was  unable  to  see  the  results  of  his  vision  and  work.  Before  the  end  of  the  first  school 
year,  he  became  ill  and  was  rushed  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Memphis,  where  he  died  on 
May  17,  1926,  from  an  ear  infection  and  subsequent  mastoid  ear  surgery.  Therefore,  in 
remembrance  of  an  exceptional  president,  the  student  body  named  the  yearbook  after 
him.  To  this  day  the  yearbook  is  still  known  as  The  Broom.

The  campus  was  everything  but  peaceful  on 
March  5  as  students  gathered  to  voice  their 
opinions  on  the  impending  war  with  Iraq.  The 
students  and  faculty  on  the  Quad  were  present  to 
protest  the  possible  war,  while  another  group  of 
students  stood  on  the  balcony  of  the  Union  to 
show  their  support  for  President  Bush.  Signs 
such  as  "Education  Not  Annihilation,"  Drop 
Bush,  Not  Bombs,"  and  "Honk  for  Peace"  could 
be  seen  on  the  quad,  while  signs  reading 
"Support  our  President,"  "We  Support  our 
Troops,"  and  "Desperate  Times  Call  for 
Desperate  Measures"  were  visibly  hanging  from 
the  Union.  There  were  a  number  of  speakers 
present  for  the  event,  such  as  Debra  Johnson,  a 
Memphis  resident  who  spent  time  in  Iraq  and 
saw  first  hand  the  conditions  that  exist  there,  as 
well  as  DSU  faculty  Garry  Jennings,  William 
Hays  and  James  Tomek.  Students  were  also 
given  the  freedom  to  express  their  views  on  the 
situation.  Rachelle  Ellis  pointed  out,  "The  point 
of  this  protest  is  not  to  upset,  but  to  increase  the 
level  of  compassion  for  Delta  State,"  and  Jamie 
Kemp  expressed,  "A  lot  of  people  are  saying  we 
are  unpatriotic,  but  in  reality  we  are  patriotic 
because  we  care  about  the  country's  condition 
and  embrace  the  right  to  protest."  Those 
protesting  for  peace  were  not  the  only  ones  able 
to  speak  their  minds.  Josh  West  stated, 
"Americans  should  support  President  Bush  and 
the  just  process,"  while  Paul  Foxworthy 
reminded  everyone  of  the  tragic  events  of 
September  11,  2001.  Regardless  of  the  stance 
taken  by  those  in  attendance,  it  was  a 
demonstration  of  freedom  among  our  students; 
they  demonstrated  their  freedom  of  speech  and 
their  right  to  be  heard. 
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The  Delta  State  University  Hall  of  Fame  was  started  in  1972  to  recognize  those  students  who 
have  made  outstanding  achievements  in  all  areas  of  college  life.  It  is  the  single  highest  honor 
bestowed  upon  any  student  at  Delta  State.  The  2002-2003  inductees  are  Christopher  Michael 
Booker,  John  Terrel  Colenberg,  Christopher  Ray  Gurner,  Laurel  Anjanette  Pennington, 
Jeremy  Allen  Pittman,  Amanda  Cossey  Price,  James  Oliver  Turner,  Lauranne  Jennings 
Vance,  and  James  Grover  Thornell,  Jr.

Fitness  Center 

The  Delta  State  Fitness  Center,  which  is  located  in  Wyatt 
Gym,  is  maintained  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of 
Recreation  and  Wellness  Activities.

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Work  Study  & 
RSE 

The  Federal  Work  Study  program  provides 
jobs  for  students  with  financial  need,  allowing 
them  to  earn  money  to  pay  education  expenses. 
Approximately  300  students  are  awarded  work 
study  at  Delta  State  each  year.  Most  of  those 
students  work  8-10  hours  per  week  at  minimum 
wage. 

According  to  Financial  Aid,  Regular  Student 
Employment  (RSE)  gives  approximately  100 
students  the  opportunity  to  work  in  a 
department  on  the  Delta  State  University 
campus.  RSE  eligibility,  unlike  Federal  Work 
Study,  is  not  based  on  the  income  of  the 
student  and  the  student's  family.  Many 
departments  on  campus  have  RSE  positions.

The  Delta  State  football  team  completed  another 
successful  season  in  2003.  The  Statesmen  finished  the  season 
with  a  9-2  record  and  just  missed  the  playoffs.  The  2003  season 
was  full  of  record  breaking  individual  and  team  performances. 
The  Statesmen  broke  or  tied  twenty  team  records. 

Scott  Eyster  and  Anthony  Maddox  earned  two  top  honors 
in  the  Gulf  South  Conference.  Maddox  became  the  first  DSU 
player  ever  to  be  named  the  GSC  Defensive  Player  of  the  Year.

Delta  State  s  Mike  Kinnison  finished  another  brilliant 
season  as  the  head  coach  of  the  Statesmen.  Not  only  did  the 
Statesmen  win  50  games  for  a  third  consecutive  season,  they 
claimed  the  Gulf  South  Conference  title  in  Millington,  Tenn. 
They  were  just  one  game  away  from  reaching  the  Division  II 
World  Series  for  a  third  straight  year. 

The  Statesmen  finished  their  season  winning  52  games 
while  losing  only  10  and  finished  28-4  in  GSC  play.  They 
finished  the  season  with  a  remarkable  27-2  record  at  home 
and  broke  a  single-season  record  by  winning  2 1  straight  games.
